Within the past twenty years, since 
the beginning of the organized tubercu- 
losis campaign, the death rate from the 
disease has been reduced from 202 
deaths per 100,000 to 95 per 100,000. 

Among some of the striking achieve- 
ments are the organization of state and 
local tuberculosis associations now cov- 
ering every state and all the large cen- 
ters of population in the United States, 
approximately 1,400 in all; expenditure 
through these associations of $25,000,- 

in education and organization. The 
latter, in turn, has resulted in appropria- 
tions from public funds amounting to 
$150,000,000 for the establishment of 
tuberculosis agencies with a total annual 
maintenance budget of over $30,000,000. 
he public health nursing idea has also 
developed into one of the most signifi- 
cant factors in disease prevention. Child 


. health education, through the medium 


of the Modern Health Crusade, has in- 
creased until approximately 8,000,000 
boys and girls have been enrolled. 
Although so much has been accom- 
plished, much remains to be done. Insti- 
tutional provision and home care for the 
treatment of at least 500,000 active cases 
are needed; more intensive and con- 
tinuous health education for children

and adults; increased provision for the 
discovery of active cases of tubercu- 
losis; training of tuberculosis workers 
in approved methods of community or- 
ganization for health work; closer coor- 
dination of the tuberculosis movement 
with other health movements ;and lead- 
ership that will continue to develop 
higher standards of tuberculosis work 
in every part of the country. 


Georgia Has Lowest Southern 
Tuberculosis Death Rate 


According to the Statistical Service 
of the National Association, the death 
rate from tuberculosis in Atlanta, Ga., 
is below 90 per 100,000 for the first 
time. Georgia is the first southern state 
to achieve this distinction. According 
to United States census figures for 1922, 
the tuberculosis death rate from Geor- 
gia is ‘88 per 100,000. This compares 
favorably with Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Maine, New Hampshire, New York and 
Massachusetts. Among the states hav- 


ing lower rates are Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Wyoming, Utah, Idaho. Montana, Wash- 
ington and Oregon. That of Virginia 
is 130, North Carolina 103, Kentucky 
133, Tennessee 148. South Carolina 110, 
Mississinopi 107. Florida 101, Louisiana 
110. Figures for West Virginia, Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Texas and Oklahoma 
are not im the registration area. 

The health authorities of Georgia are 
planning to tise the occasion of the 
Twentieth Annual Meeting as an oppor- 
tunity to secure information and in- 
spiration for a further reduction in the 
death rate both among white and col- 
ored inhabitants.

Report of Committee on European 
Tuberculosis Situation 


At the January meeting of the board 
of directors the president appointed a 
committee consisting of the president, 
ex-officio, Drs. Hatfield, Kober and 
Miller to carry out the terms of the 
resolution in regard to the situation af- 
fecting tuberculosis conditions in Eu- 
rope. The committee has made an in- 
quiry and in accordance with the resolu- 
tion of the board reported to the ex- 
ecutive committee at its March meeting 
as follows: 


The managing director in behalf of 
the committee has interviewed Dr. Em- 
erson, has conferred with the president 
and secretary of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation and has studied the correspon- 
dence furnished by Dr. S. A. Knopf and 
Dr. W. F. Petersen. Dr. Emerson, who 


had recently visited Germany at the re-~ 


quest of the American Friends Service 
Committee, stated that he had not in- 
vestigated any institutions for tubercu- 
losis and was not familiar with the situ- 
ation as it directly affected physicians 
in sanatoria, but that his investigation 
was solely in regard to the conditions 
affecting children. Dr. Emerson stated: 
“It is not uncommon to find 15% and 
even 25% of the children under two 
years of age in hospitals, suffering from 
lung tuberculosis.” He also stated as 
follows: “From 1—2.5% of school chil- 
dren in some districts are found to 
have open pulmonary tuberculosis. .. . 
Bone, joint and gland tuberculosis are 
common. . Much help is given by 
teachers, doctors, and neighbors, but the 
middle class is so reduced in means and 
even doctors, artists, and officials, are so 
often themselves necessary recipients of 
—r dole that little can be given in 
cash. 


Among the recommendations made by 
Dr. Emerson is included the following: 


“In addition special funds should be ob- 
tained to make possible a more adequate 
functioning of the many elements neces- 
sary for the prevention and control of 
tuberculosis, now to a considerable de- 
gree in disuse for lack of funds.” 

The officers of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation stated that they had no definite 
information in regard to the conditions 
which affected sanatoria, tuberculosis 
hospitals or physicians engaged therein. 
The correspondence forwarded by the 
Committee for American Aid for Ger- 
man Medical Science shows that there 
is a considerable amount of suffering 
among the members of the medical pro- 
fession in Germany. The National As- 
sociation has received from one sana- 
torium a special and definite appeal 
which stated that the sanatorium could 
= > kept open on account of lack of 
unds. 


The committee does not believe that 
the Association should depart from its 
regular policy of confining its activities 
to the United States and insular pos- 
sessions. As it has never issued an 
appeal for funds for any purpose not 
immediately connected with its own 
work, it does not feel that the Associa- 
tion should do so for the relief of any 
conditions now existing in Europe. The 
Committee does believe, however, that a 
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aumber of the members of the Associa- 
tion will be sympathetically interested 
in hearing of the situation existing in 
Germany. It, therefore, recommends to 
the executive committee that a state- 
ment be inserted in the BuLLETIN, advis- 
ing members of the Association that 
those who desire to contribute to the 
relief of physicians may do so by mak- 
ing contributions to the American Aid 
for German Medical Science, Dr. Wil- 
liam F. Petersen, Treasurer, 637 South 
Wood Street, Chicago. Those who de- 
sire to contribute for the relief of chil- 
dren in Germany may send their contri- 
butions to the American Friends Service 
Committee, Bush Terminal Building, 132 
West 42nd Street, New York City.

Child Health Demonstration to be 
Conducted in West 


Some city or county in one of eleven 
far western states is to be awarded the 
fourth in the series of five-year child 
health demonstrations conducted by the 
Child Health Demonstration Commit- 
tee, associated with the American Child 
Health Association for the supervision 
of the Commonwealth Fund Program. 


The city or county must be between 
20,000 and 75,000 population and be lo- 
cated. in one of the following states: 
Arizona, California, Colorado, Idaho, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, Ore- 
gon, Utah, Washington or Wyoming. 


The city or county winning the award 
will be given assistance by the Child 
Health Demonstration Committee in 
safeguarding the life and health of its 
mothers and children. The community 
in the Pacific Coast or Rocky Mountain 
states to be awarded this five-year dem- 
onstration , will take a conspicuous place 
in the national child health program 
now under way. 

The Committee is already conducting, 
three demonstrations: one at Fargo, N. 
D., in the middle west, another in Ruth- 
erford County, Tennessee, in the rural 
areas of the South, and the third in 
Athens, Ga., designed to meet typical 
urban problems in the south. 


Any city or county in these states 
with a population between 20,000 and 
75,000 will be eligible for consideration. 
The selection of the center will be 
based upon a careful review of the 
whole health situation and the needs of 
the community. But the paramount 
consideration in making the choice will 
be the sincerity of the community’s de- 
sire to develop a complete and rounded 
child health plan for the community as 
a whole. 


The readiness shown by citizens and 
public officials to assume early and in- 
creasing responsibility, financial and 
otherwise, for the demonstration, will 
be one of the tangible evidences of the 
probable success of the undertaking. 


The demonstration will be worked 
out with the utmost care. It will in- 
clude all matters related to child health. 
The proper safeguards for both mother 
and child before the infant is born, at 
childbirth, and afterwards, and follow- 
up care to bring the new citizen safely 
through his most dangerous age, will be 
one part of the program. The neglected 
period between babyhood and_ school 
age will be another. Stress will be laid 
upon teaching school children the neces- 
sity of being healthy in order to enjoy 
their games as well as to advance in 
their education. The development of 
health habits and the correction of 
physical defects will also be considered 
essentials. he community’s responsi- 
bility for providing a safe supply of 
milk, wholesome living conditions, play. 
grounds and other necessities for 
growth of its children are other facta 
which will be emphasized in the com- 
munity program to build up the health 
of its children.

Committee, believing that the commu- 
nity itself must play a leading part in 
the demonstration, will direct its own 
efforts toward assisting rather than dic- 
tating. The physicians in the commu- 
nity will be looked to for guidance in 
the matters of health supervision and 
persons needing medical treatment will 
be referred to them, Similarly, to the 
teachers in the public schools and the 
parents will fall the real task of edu- 
cating the children in health ideals and 
habits. Cooperation of public officials, 
health workers and citizens will be es- 
sential for the success of this commu- 
nity venture in the building of physi- 
cally sound citizens. The development 
of initiative and self-reliance on the 
part of the children themselves will be 
a vital item.

Detroit Declares War on 
Tuberculosis 


An intensive plan to reduce the tuber- 
culosis mortality and raise the general 
health standard in a restricted city area 
will be inaugurated at once by the Tu- 
berculosis Society of Detroit and Wayne 
County, as a possible beginning of a 
city-wide tuberculosis program. The 
Detroit Community Fund has appropri- 
ated $25,000 to finance the work this 


year. 

One of the first steps will be the es- 
tablishment of a community health sta- 
tion near the center of the district se- 
lected. Nurses from the health center 
will visit all persons known to be afflicted 
with tuberculosis, and all who have been 
in contact with it, and urge them to sub- 
mit to an examination. 

This canvass will be followed by a 
general health survey of the area. The 
nurses will visit every home, recording 
their findings on special forms. It is 
believed that many unreported cases of 
tuberculosis will be discovered in this 
way. Persons found in need of medical 
treatment from any cause, and not under 
care, will be advised to consult the fam- 
ily physician. If they have none, they 
will be asked to select a local doctor, 
or visit the health center. A diagnostic 
service will be maintained for the use 
of physicians and their patients. 

Along with these activities the society 
will conduct an educational campaign 
through churches, neighborhood groups, 
settlement houses, and other available 
media, to caquaint the people of the 
district with the purposes of the move- 
ment and secure their co-operation. 
The support of physicians practising in 
the district will be welcomed and en- 
couraged. 

For statistical purposes one or more 
so-called “control” districts, similar in 
size and general character to the demon- 
stration area, will be selected and data 
prepared showing to what extent tuber- 
culosis now prevails there. At some fu- 
ture time new surveys will be made and 
the results compared with those obtained 
in the intensive campaign. 

The work will be conducted under the 
direction of a general committee headed 
by Henry P. Williams, president of the 
Tuberculosis Society. There will be, in 
addition, a general advisory committee, a 
local advisory committee, and a small 
executive board. These committees 
have been named and the acceptances of 
the members received. George F. Gran- 
ger, executive. secretary of the society, 
will be the officer in direct charge. The 
working personnel will include a medi- 
cal director, a supervising nurse and 4 


nursing staff of six or more recruited 


from the Visiting Nurse Association. 
It is the aim of the committee, closely 
co-operating with the city Department 
of Health, and Community Union agen- 
cies, to co-ordinate all health work im 
the district. It will assist interested or- 
izations in the development of new 
ideas and methods of social work with 
families. Incidentally it will build up aa 
efficient statistical service, available to 

anyone who wishes to make use of it.
